“Is it possible to change the 
worker’s outlook, and make him 
like his work? Is it possible for 
Capital 
hands over their differences, and 
loyally to pull together? 

“One of. the. factors acting 
against the ideal is the attitude of 
a large number of short-sighted 
workers, who would dawdle 
through the day’s work with as 
little effort as possible, turning 
out a product which is just good | 
enough to hold the job down, and 
to’ enable them to draw their 
wages when the week’s task is 
complete. 

“On the other vide, there is to 
be ‘considered the employer, who 
very often is concerned about 
nothing more than getting the 
work through — his workmen 
merely units of expense of cost- 
ing-out the final product. If he 
only had a little imagination, he 
would see behind the workman a 
home, wife’s and children’s 
clothes, and all the other pro- 
blems that go to make up his life. 

“The ideal can be secured by 
allowing the worker to elect his 
own representatives to depart- 
mental committees, who will have 
the power of deciding - matters 
=| work with his department and: 
work, and of sending forw a 
from this.committee recommen 
tions. to the’ general exectitive on 
which his committee would’ also 
be represented. 

“The employer must recognise 
that the item in his balance-sheet 
called ‘goodwill’ is the most im- 
portant one ‘in connection’ with 
his business, and should spare no 
pains to secure this by ‘playing 
‘the game’ with his working staff, 

“Let him tell them when he is 
pleased with their services, and 
when the business is making a 
profit.“ Leti him try todo the 
decent thing to the man who is 
absent through sickness, or in 
temporary difficulties. It will not 
be forgotten by. the other, if the 
dark days come.’
